Sir — In  conii)liance  with  law,  I snbinil  in  Hie  following  pages 
a rejiort  of  the  bnsiness  cf  the  State  Hoard  of  Land  Coniniission- 
ers  for  the  years  19()5-(),  lieing  the  fourteenth  rejiort  from  this 
department,  and  containing  tahnlar  statements  showing  the  re- 
ceijds  from  all  sources,  the  anionnt  of  land  helonging  to  the  vari- 
ous funds,  its  disposition,  etc. 

On  .March  1st,  1903,  the  Kepnhlican  jiarty,  hy  its  representa- 
tives in  otlice,  took  charge  of  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
this  dejmrtment.  We  found  ifs  records  to  he  of  the  crudest  sort, 
and  with  no  systematic  method  in  vogue  for  handling  the  im- 
mensely valuable  lands  helonging  to  the  various  State  institn- 
lions,  the  care  of  whicli  lands  is  hy  law  vested  in  this  hoard.  The 
office  was  in  a chaotic  condition  in  other  resjiects,  there  being  no 
system  of  tiling  documents  as  they  were  received  into  the  office, 
no  system  of  recording  the  text  and  jirovisions  of  leases,  deeds 
or  other  agreements,  and  it  was  freipiently  found  that  when  actu- 
ally needed  important  documents  could  not  he  found. 

I at  once  took  up  vigorously  the  jirejiaration  of  jilat  and 
tract  hooks,  the  necessity  for  which  had  been  recognized  by  my 
]>r('decessor,  and  who  had  begun  such  work.  In  the  making  of 
(hese  records  we  were  alile  to  adjust  many  titles,  to  add  much 
land  to  the  State's  holdings  which  had  ap]»arently  lieen  fox’got- 
ten,  and  to  ascertain  that  large  areas  of  lands  were  being  used 
without  any  authority  therefor  having  been  granted  l)y  this  hoard. 
These  matters  furnished  the  de])artment  with  a great  amount  of 
labor,  hut  T am  gratified  to  state  that  at  the  date  of  this  repoiT 
1 have  finished  and  placed  in  use  as  useful  a system  of  recmrds

as  can  be  devised  I'oi-  an  olHee  lliat  is  lavpiii-ed  to  maintain  ])lat 
and  traet  hooks  and  at  the  same  time  transact  a constantly  grow- 
ing eommereial  business  with  the  citizens  of  this  State  in  tlie 
sale  of  land,  the  issnanee  of  leases  for  all  purposes  and  the  col- 
lection of  the  payments  thereon.  These  books  are  so  arranged 
that  we  can  in  a moment's  time  give  an  impiirer  the  full  data 
concerning  any  piece  of  land  that  the  State  owns:  all  imi»ortaut 
documents,  leases,  bonds,  certiticales  of  ])urchase,  deeds,  etc.,  are 
not  only  recorded,  but  are  tiled  in  the  otHce,  so  that  there  is  no 
possibility  of  the  dejiartment  sntfering  loss  by  the  disajipearance 
of  imjiortant  jiapers. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  collect<'d  large*  sums  of 
money  on  certiticates  of  purchase  ami  leases,  which  amounts  be- 
came elne  many  years  jerior  to  our  tenure  of  ollice,  so  that  to-day 
the  books  :ire  comparatively  free  from  old  indebtedness,  and  they 
should  be  kejit  so  in  future,  if  succeeding  administrations  will 
keejt  the  jeresent  collection  register  ui)  to  date  and  in  use.  This 
book  shows  the  date  upon  which  every  amotint  to  be  paid  the 
State  will  become  due. 

It  is  a matter  of  gratiticat ion  that  the  methods,  herein  briefly 
described,  have  resulted  in  securing  the  largest  revenue  this  de- 
jiartment  has  turii(*d  in  to  the  State  treasury  during  its  existence. 

For  the  biennial  jieriod  ending  November  tht,  the  re- 

ceipts of  the  office  exceeded  those  of  the  jirevious  administration

The  biennial  ])(*riod  just  closed  exhibits  a marked  increase  in 
excess  of  the  receipts  for  the  jirevious  ])eriod.  In  l!l(i:{-4  the  re-

These  statements  are  made  for  the  ]>urpos(*  of  showing  the 
immense  amount  of  clerical  Avork  that  we  have  been  called  upon 
to  iterform  and  to  show  to  the  j)ublic  that  the  ap]»ropriation  of 
fnnds  made  by  the  tJeneral  Assembly  for  the  Laml  Foard  has  not 
been  frittered  away  in  useless  and  extravagent  expenditures.  We 
have  produced  results. 


THE  LAND  BOARD. 

Since  danuary  11.  lOUb,  the  State  Foard  of  I.,and  ('ommis- 
sioners  has  held  seventy-five  meetings.  It  has  considered  158 
apidications  for  the  jmrehase  of  lands.  Of  these  sixty-nine  have 
been  ordered  sold,  and  eighty-nine  have  been  rejected.  It  has 
issued  1,45!)  grazing  leases,  271  agricultural  leases,  and  four- 
teen coal  ami  miscellaneous  leases.  It  has  granted  seventy-four 
rights  of  Avay  deeds  for  reservoirs,  ditches,  highways  and  rail- 
Avays,  and  it  has  issued  207  patents  for  lands.  It  has  audited 
2,007  bills,  and  has  had  live  hearings  of  from  one  to  thri'C  days 
each. 

The  Fegister  and  his  assistants  have  Avritten  14.500  letters, 
and  have  handh'd  .">,450  other  pieces  of  mail. 
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THE  LEASING  SYSTEM. 

The  State  of  Colorado  owns  ;>,759,5:!4.15  acres  of  School.  In- 
(lenniity  School,  Agricnltnral  (’ollege,  Internal  Tniproveinent, 
Public  Pnihling,  Penitentiary,  University  and  Saline  lands,  of 
which  2,458.240.32  are  now  nndei-  lease  for  all  purposes.  (The 
various  tables  atached  to  this  report  show  the  s])ecitic  i>nr])Oses 
for  which  leases  are  issued. ) The  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Ti-easnrer  relating  to  each  of  the  classes  of  lands  above  enniner- 
ated  are  divided  into  two  classes,  as,  for  instance,  the  School 
Permanent  Fund  and  the  School  income  Fund.  The  School 
Permanent  Fund  consists  of  the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of 
land  belonging  to  the  i)nblic  schools  of  the  State.  The  other  ]tef- 
manent  funds  are  created  in  like  manner,  and  in  each  instance 
these  fnnds  are  kept  invested  1o  the  fullest  ])Ossible  extent. 
These  permanent  fnnds  (“an  not  be  invested  in  any  manner  by 
the  State  Treasnrer  so  that  they  may  become  lost  to  the  institn- 
tion  or  interest  to  which  they  b(‘long,  and  only  the  interest  earned 
by  them  may  be  nsed.  This  interest,  when  j)aid  to  the  State 
Treasnrer,  becomes  a ])art  of  the  Income  Fnnd  of  the  class  to 
which  the  Permanent  Fnnd  belongs.  To  this  Income  Fnnd  is 
added  all  rentals,  and  i‘oyalties  ])aid  for  leases,  as  well  as  money 
derived  from  the  sale  of  timber.  The  Income  Fnnd  is  nsed  for 
the  support  of  the  institution  to  which  it  belongs.  Thus,  by  the 
leasing  system  of  management,  the  lands  of  ('olorado  can  be  nmde 
to  yield  a very  considerable  aid  to  its  internal  development. 

It  has  been  the  ambition  of  this  de])artment  dnring  the 
}iresent  biennial  i)eriod  to  lease  all  its  available  lands.  We  have 
gone  farther,  and  created  desirable  lands  for  leasing  purposes  by 
selecting  the  most  valnable  grazing  lands  in  ('olorado  as  Indem- 
nity lands,  so  that  the  revenue  to  the  various  Income  Fnnds  might 
become  large  enongh  to  materially  aid  in  their  su])port,  thus,  in 
the  end,  lessening  the  burden  of  taxation  on  the  ])eople  of  the  State. 
It  was  for  snch  a jnirpose  that  these  lands  were  granted  to  the 
State,  and  any  Land  Board  which,  by  inefficient  appointments, 
or  neglect,  fails  to  meet  the  fnll  rcNpiirements  of  this  trust  will 
be  censurable  indeed. 

With  these  ])nrj)oses  In  view  an  effort  has  been  made  to  (estab- 
lish a system  for  tiling  and  advertising  all  applications.  Ap- 
plications for  grazing  or  agricnltnral  leases  are  tiled  in  this  office 
in  the  rece])tion  book  for  a charge  of  fifty  cents.  They  are  given 
a number,  are  carried  throngh  the  plat  and  tract  books,  and  then 
to  the  advertising  clerk.  An  advertisement  is  prepared  and  sent 
to  the  weekly  newspa])er  pnblished  nearest  to  the  land  applied 
f(>r,  where  it  is  rnn  for  a period  of  thirty  days.  While  the  ad- 
vertising is  running  we  cause  an  a])praiser  to  visit  the  land  ap- 
]died  for,  and  re])ort  in  writing  njHni  the  ])iir])oses  for  which  the 
land  is  being  nsed,  its  value  for  all  ])nrj»oses.  whether  or  not  it 
contains  (“oal  or  othei'  minerals,  the  value  of  the  improvements, 
availability  for  irrigation,  etc.  Ujani  rejmrt  of  the  a])praiser. 
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tlie  Land  Board  detenniues  the  cdiarge  for  the  lease.  Slionld  ihere 
he  two  or  more  api)lioations  tiled  for  the  lease  of  the  same  lauds, 
we  then  submit  the  matter  to  sealed  bids,  and  award  the  land  to 
the  hijihest  bidder.  Provided  that  the  right  is  reserved  to 
the  former  lessee  to  meet  the  highest  bid  offered  and  retain  lease 
on  the  land.  An  advertisement  fee  of  .?.5.(I0  is  invariably  eol- 
leeted  from  each  applicant. 

Ai)}tlications  for  coal  mining,  metalliferous  and  other  min- 
eral leases  do  not  recpiire  advertisement,  but  advertisement  may 
Ik*  ordered  if,  in  the  oi)inion  of  the  Board,  the  best  interests  of  the 
I'^tate  will  be  subserved  thereby. 

A]»])lications  to  purchase  lands  are  received  and  filed  in  the 
reception  book  at  a cost  of  fifty  cents.  The  application  is  then 
appraised  at  a cost  of  -fB>,  to  be  i)aid  by  the  a]»[)licant,  which 
money  is  used  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Land  Office  ap- 
praiser in  visiting  the  land.  Ills  report  deals  fully  Avith  all  con- 
ditions. and  is  the  basis  of  any  action  that  the  Land  Board  may 
take.  If  ordered  sold,  the  a])plicant  must  advance  an  advertis- 
ing fee  of  -117 ; and  the  sale,  together  Avith  all  the  conditions 
thereof,  is  adAertised  in  the  paper  nearest  the  land,  and  also  in 
the  newspaper  of  the  city  and  county  of  DeiiA’er  Avhich  has  the 
State  j>rinting  (‘ontract.  Unless  otheiAvise  stated  in  the  adver- 
tisement. the  sale  ahvays  ocurs  at  the  office  of  the  State  Land 
Board,  and  is  at  jiublic  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  Should 
the  buyer  be  other  than  the  applicant,  he  must  reimburse  the  orig- 
inal a]»i»licant  for  all  the  expenses  he  has  advanced.  Improve- 
ments on  the  land,  if  not  OAvned  fiy  the  purchaser,  must  be  paid 
for  in  cash  on  day  of  sale. 

DITCHES,  RESERVOIES,  COUNTY  ROADS,  ETC. 

Xot  until  recent  years  have  the  builders  of  reservoirs, 
ditches.  higliAvays,  etc.,  begun  to  recognize  that  the  lands  of 
the  Slate  of  (.’olorado  are  Jiot  subject  to  appro])riation  by  filing, 
as  in  the  case  of  government  lands.  This  administration  has 
made  a consistent  effort  to  force  such  users  of  our  lands  to 
secure*  title.  "WhereA’cr  an  ajejiraiser  finds  a res(*rvoir,  ditch, 
road  nr  other  incumbrance  on  State  land  it  is  his  duty  to  report 
it.  W'e  then  take  it  uj).  The  procedure  for  securing  a right-of- 
way  deed  is  to  fib*  aai  accurate  map  of  the  jeroposed  easement, 
accompanied  by  a coj»y  of  the  sui-veyor's  field  notes,  an  a])- 
plication  to  jmrcliase  the  easement,  and  flO.oO  to  jtay  the  a]>- 
j>raiseinent  and  filing  fees.  *\.fter  aj»|)raisement  the  case  is 
]»r(*senfed  to  the  Land  P>oard.  Avhich  determines  the  damages 
to  be  ]»aid  by  the  a])plicaht.  and  ordeis  the  righl-of-Avay  de(*d 
issued. 

This  administration  has  never  hesitated  about  granting  sucb 
easmnents,  belioA’ing  that  by  so  doing  it  Avas  assisting  in  the 
deA’elopment  of  the  State.  On  the  other  hand,  the  citizens  of 
Colorado  have  not  evidenced  a desire  to  .s(*cnre  legal  ]>ossession 
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of  tlu‘  lands  occni)iod  for  ])ur[)oses  herein  stated.  Onr  efforts 
to  eomj»el  them  to  seenre  riglits  of  wav  have  been  directed  to 
moral  persnasion.  I now  recommend  that  actions  at  law  be 
commenc(*d  by  the  incoming  Attorney  (leneral  for  the  ]mrpose 
of  determining  the  rights  of  the  State  Land  Ifotird  in  thesi* 
cases.  In  the  determination  of  ditch  rights,  suits  conld  he 
l)ro])erly  brought  against  the  'Water  Supjdy  and  Storage  Lfun- 
])any  of  Foit  ('ollins  and  F.  C.  (frable,  both  of  whom  aia*  old 
and  serions  otfenders.  (See  applications  1754  and  1200,  now  on 
lile  in  this  office.") 

The  rights  of  boards  of  comity  commissiomu’s  to  open  bigh 
ways  over  and  across  State  lands,  without  regard  to  section 
lines  or  compensation,  is  most  serious  and  should  be  adjudicated. 
In  Koutt  county  this  department  is  losing  a large  revenue  liy 
reason  of  our  lessees  being  prevented  from  using  land  because 
of  a wagon  road  cutting  the  tract  in  two  pieces,  thereby  de- 
])riving  them  of  access  to  water,  or  making  the  cost  of  fencing 
the  tract  ju'ohibitive.  Like  conditions  prevail  in  many  counties. 
As  onr  State  is  being  rapidly  settled  by  homeseekers  and  these 
uses  made  of  land  to  a gi'eater  extent  each  yeai-,  they  ajtpear 
to  be  of  growing  inpiortance. 

THE  LEASING  SYSTEM  AND  SALES  OF  STATE  LAND. 

The  ])eoi»le  of  Colorado  have  been  educated  to  believe  that 
the  State  and  school  lands  should  be  controlled  only  and  en- 
tirely by  the  operations  of  the  present  leasing  system,  and  that 
no  lands  should  be  sold,  ft  has  frequently  been  said  that  the 
sale  of  school  land  is  a crime,  and  rhat  whenever  any  such 
land  is  sold  the  Land  Board  is  robbing  the  ‘‘unborn  generations.” 
It  is  urged  that  by  selling  lands  a large  })ermanent  fund  may 
be  accumulated,  and  which  would  later  be  dissipated  through 
unwise  investments. 

It  would  be  useless  to  attempt  to  answer  all  of  the  argu 
ments  presented  in  favor  of  an  exclusive  leasing  system  by  those 
self-styled  j)atriots  who  ajtpropriate  to  themselves  the  exclusive 
care  of  the  honor  of  the  State  and  the  good  of  the  jmblic  schools. 

It  is  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  question  sanely  and  front 
the  standjtoint  of  the  good  of  the  whole  peoj)le.  These  lands 
were  gianted  t(»  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  and 
sustaining  the  institutions  named  in  the  grants.  In  the  case 
of  the  common  schools  of  Colorado,  it  would  be  fair  to  inquire  as 
to  how  much  of  the  present  expense  of  maintaining  said  schools 
is  provided  for  by  the  revenue  derived  from  leasing  school  lands. 
If,  at  this  time,  when  the  largest  revenue  ever  secured  from  leasing 
is  being  turned  into  the  State  treasury,  such  revenue  is  not  sufficient 
to  defray  a fair  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  our  common  school 
system,  then  it  is  reasonable  to  say  that  the  leasing  system  will  not 
provide  a sufficient  revenue  in  future  years,  because  the  school  ex- 
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penses  of  Colorado  are  bound  to  increase  at  a much  greater  rate 
than  will  the  revenue  from  leasing  lands.  What  are  the  facts? 

In  1905  it  cost  $4,191,785.95  to  support  the  common  schools 
of  Colorado.  Of  that  amount  the  Land  Board  paid  only  $172,- 
935.55.  The  remainder  was  paid  by  and  tlirotioh  taxation,  and 
any  reasonable  man  mast  conclude  that  the  |)ublic  schools  must 
eventnally  be  supported  by  direct  taxation.  This  being  so,  tin' 
objection  to  the  sale  of  lauds  should  disajipear.  There  should 
always  be  sufficient  caution  had  in  consideration  of  any  a]> 
])]icatio7i  to  ])urchase  to  see  that  the  State  interests  secure 
all  the  laud  is  worth  and  the  Land  Roai-d  should  use  eveiy 
etfort  to  give  the  widest  publicity  to  every  sale. 

The  only  sound  policy  for  the  government  of  the  State  lands 
is  for  the  Land  Board  to  place  its  unimproved  lands  in  the  hands 
of  tenants  who  will  reclaim  the  land,  construct  homes  and  provide 
water  for  irrigation.  It  should  be  a part  of  the  lease  contract  that 
after  the  lapse  of  a stipulated  period,  and  upon  reclamation  of  an 
agreed  percentage  of  the  land  the  lessee  should  have  the  right  to 
order  the  land  on  sale.  Colorado  does  not  want  a tenantry  citizen- 
ship, but  we  do  want  a community  of  tax-paying  citizens. 

Ill  the  consideration  of  this  (piesrioii  the  uiattiu-  of  irriga- 
tion plays  an  important  part.  It  is  the  source  of  agricultural 
jirosperity.  At  this  time  Colorado  and  the  great  ^Vest  are  wit- 
nessing ail  unparalleled  growth  in  agricultural  communities. 
Great  irrigation  schemes  are  contemplated  or  are  in  ]u‘ocess  of 
construction.  Wherever  water  can  be  had  for  storage  ]uir]toses. 
ii  is  being  conserved.  There  is  no  law.  nor  is  there  a fund  pro- 
vided by  law,  whereby  the  8tate  Board  of  Land  ('ommissioners 
may  participate  in  these  enterprises  to  the  extent  of  jirocuriiig 
water  rights  for  its  lauds.  Under  such  conditions  the  lauds  will 
be  unable  to  secure  water  unless  placed  in  the  bauds  of  private 
ownership. 

Lands  that  are  ]uirely  grazing  in  character  should,  in  most 
cases,  be  held  for  the  advance  in  value  that  will  come  with  fu- 
ture development.  There  are  counties  in  the  State,  however, 
where  the  State  owns  more  land  than  is  good  for  the  development 
of  that  locality.  Boutt  county  is  particularly  unfortunate  in 
this  respect.  Inclusive  of  school  lauds  we  hold  344.510  acres; 
much  of  it  is  splendidly  located  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
some  of  it  comprises  splendid  bodies  of  coal.  It  has  been  im- 
jiossible  to  interest  capital  in  the  building  of  lai'ge  irrigation 
works  for  that  county,  because  of  these  large  bodies  of  indem- 
nity school  lauds  being  so  situated  as  to  compel  the  canal  build- 
ers to  seek  title  to  them.  The  Laud  Board  has  felt  that  ]iublic 
sentiment,  falsely  fostered  as  it  has  been,  would  not  su])])ort 
such  a sale.  These  facts  have  had  largely  to  do  with  the  back- 
ward (M)uditions  jirevailing  there.  A magniticent  railroad  is 
Iniilding  into  that  vast  emi)ire.  but  at  about  the  time  its  finan- 
ciers could  begin  to  see  their  rails  crossing  the  Gontinental  di- 
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vide,  Ihey  also  fouii<l  the  State  of  Colora<lo  ])rev(‘ii1  ing  develoi» 
meat,  settlement  and  reclamation  by  refusing  to  sell  any  lands. 
Then  came  the  order  of  the  l*resident  of  the  United  States 
whereby  a large  area  was  withdrawn  from  entry  under  any  of 
the  acts  of  Congress.  Something  shonld  be  done  in  such  a case, 
and  1 recommend  to  Your  Excellency  that  the  State  Hoard  of 
Land  Commissioners  order  a public  sale  of  at  least  75,000  acres 
of  laml  in  Koutt  county,  ])nr(diasers  at  smdi  sale  to  be  limited 
t(i  dlMI  acres  and  to  be  recpiired  as  a condition  of  the  sale  to 
improve  a stipnlat(‘d  amount  of  land  eacdi  year  for  a definite 
period,  to  ei-ect  a certain  <dass  of  improvcunents,  etc. 

1 also  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the  laapiirements  of 
the  statute  for  advertising  all  sales  of  land,  yon  recpiire  each 
sale  to  be  advertised  by  j)osters  placed  in  ]>ublic  i)laces  by  the 
(•(uinty  sui)erintendent  of  schools.  Affidavit  of  snch  posting 
should  1)0  ro(]uired  before  a sale  is  ai)prov<“d. 

During  the  jiresent  biennial  t(u-m  the  Hoard  has  sold  25,- 
!)(»7.72  acres  of  land.  The  average  j)rice  received  was  ft). 70  per 
acie. 

APPEAISEMENTS. 

1 again  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  Vonr  Excellency  to  the 
splendid  work  ])ertornn‘d  by  the  apjnaisers  during  this  biennial 
term.  There  have  becm  1,450  appraisements  made,  which. cover 
875,400  acres  of  8tat(‘  land.  These  men  aie  recpiired  to  make 
their  reports  in  writing.  The  re[)orts  are  ])r<"S(*rved  in  a bound 
book  and  each  is  given  a number.  That  number  a]>pears  on 
the  tract  books  of  the  office  opjcosite  each  pic'ce  of  land  that 
has  been  viewed.  Thus  a reference  is  had  to  the  report.  This 
system  has  j)roven  to  be  of  great  value. 

Our  apjnaisers  have  been  diligent  in  ascertaining  and  re- 
j)orting  the  illegal  fencing  and  use  of  our  lands,  and  have  en- 
abled us  to  correct  many  of  these  evils.  This  feature  of  the 
work  of  this  dejcarnnent  should  receive  careful  attention  at  the 
hands  of  the  (leneral  Assembly.  The  labor  is  increasing  raji- 
idly  and  it  recjuires  intelligent,  able  men  to  jcerform  it.  I.  there- 
fore, recommend  that  five  ajcjn-aisers  be  jcrovided  for  in  the 
general  ajcjcroju-iation  bill  at  a salary  of  |1 ,500.00  each,  j)er  an- 
num, and  that  the  sum  of  f5,000.00  Ik*  a])j)ro])riated  for  their  an- 
nual exjcenses. 

A little  more  than  oiie-fonrth  of  all  the  land  owned  by 
tin*  Stale*  has  be(*n  thus  a|)j)raised  dui"iug  the  four  years  I have 
sei-v(*d  as  K(*gist(*i-. 


IRRIGATION  DISTRICTS. 

The  formation  of  various  irrigation  districts  in  f'olorado 
has  jeresented  many  jierjdexing  ])robh*ms  to  the  consideration 
of  the  State  Land  Hoard.  In  all  of  these*  distrieds  there  are 
some*  state  lands.

The  “Irrigation  District  Law.”  as  it  is  known,  provides 
that  the  revenue  for  the  i)ayinent  of  district  bonds  and  expenses 
shall  be  secured  by  taxation.  The  lands  must  be  owned  in  fee 
simple  in  order  to  be  subject  to  taxation.  Therefore,  the  t^tate 
and  school  lands  situated  within  said  districts  can  not  secure 
water  for  irrigation  so  long  as  they  continue  to  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  State,  excejit  uj)on  the  ])aymeut  of  H times  the  cost 
10  deeded  lands.  The  State  lands  never  accjuire  the  same 
proportionate  ownership  in  the  water  as  do  the  deeded  lands. 

The  Board  has  been  frequently  urged  to  sell  all  lands  so 
sitnated,  and  in  some  cases  it  has  made  such  sales.  But  the 
fact  that  the  lands  are  within  the  boundaries  of  an  irrigation 
district  would  seem  to  warrant  the  assumption  that  their  value 
will  be  materially  increased  by  so  amending  the  irrigation  dis- 
trict law  as  to  provide  some  method  for  making  the  lands  bear 
their  proportionate  exjtense  of  the  bonds  and  maintenance  of 
the  district,  so  that  when  the  bonds  are  finally  redeemed  the 
school  and  State  lands  will  enjoy  the  same  rights  of  ownershij) 
in  the  Avater  as  will  deeded  lands. 

Either  this  must  be  done,  and  in  addition  thereto  a sufficient 
appropriation  must  be  made  for  the  payment  of  such  assessments, 
or  the  State's  holdings  will  be  surveyed  out  of  each  district,  and 
thus  deprived  of  securing  water  at  all.  The  value  of  such  lands 
would  thereby  materially  decrease. 

The  other  alternative  is  to  sell  all  the  State's  holdings  in  such 
districts.  In  order  to  become  a part  of  the  district,  such  lands 
must  be  paid  for  in  cash  and  patent  secured.  If  the  sales  were 
made  on  the  18  year  installment  plan  the  purpose  of  the  sale  would 
be  defeated. 

The  IrrigaTion  Districts  noAV  operating  are  the  Otero,  the 
Bijou  il^ort  -Morgan)  and  the  Julesburg,  situated  in  the  portions 
of  the  State  indicated  by  the  names.  In  all  of  these  districts 
the  State  owns  land. 

-V  suit  is  now  pending  in  the  courts  betwt*en  the  State 
Board  of  Land  Commissioners  and  the  Bijou  district.  The  is- 
sue in  this  case  is  as  to  i»ayment  for  school  lands  which  consti- 
tute a part  of  the  district's  reservoir.  The  district  cout(*nds 
that  under  the  provisions  of  the  irrigation  district  law.  it  has 
the  right  to  a])propriate  to  its  use  any  school  lands  that  may  be 
necessary  in  the  construction  of  reservoirs  and  ditches.  The 
Land  Board  contends  that  under  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
no  lands  can  be  thus  tised  Avithout  adetpiate  j»ayment  having 
been  made  therefor. 

In  the  iMontezuma  Valley  an  efl'ort  is  being  made  to  estab- 
ii.sh  a district.  The  State  has  about  12,00(1  acres  of  school  and 
agricultural  college  land  in  this  jiroposed  district.  This,  state- 
ment should  indicate  the  importance  of  the  matters  herein  sng 
gested.  The  General  -Vssembly  owes  it  to  the  schools  and  in- 
stitutions of  the  State  to  give  careful  consideration  to  a remedy 
for  the  evils  assailing  them. 
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SPECIAL  FEATURES. 

hui-iiifi  iiiy  connection  with  this  department,  and  especially 
dnrinf;'  the  ])resent  biennial  period,  strong  efforts  have  been 
made  to  develoj*  the  resources  of  school  and  State  lands  in 
other  resiiects  than  for  agricnltural  and  grazing  pui'i)oses. 
Leases  have  been  granted  for  various  purposes  and  every  aid 
that  was  at  onr  command  has  been  extended  to  such  lessees. 

About  the  time  the  present  administration  went  into  power 
a final  decision  was  rendered  by  the  Court  of  Ap]>eals  in  the 
case  of  Brennan,  Statton  et  :il.  vs.  The  American  Sulphur  Min- 
ing Company.  This  was  a case  for  the  possession  of  certain 
leases  granted  by  the  Land  Board  in  100-  upon  ])ortions  of 
section  1(5,  township  3t)  north,  range  2 west,  where  large  dt^pos- 
its  of  sulphur  ore  had  been  discovered.  After  the  court  had 
given  ])Ossession  to  the  lessees  recognized  by  this  Board,  it  was 
found  that  The  American  Sulphur  Mining  Company  was  unable 
lo  work  the  jtrojierty  because  of  financial  troubles.  At  this 
time  the  j)ro])erty  is  in  the  possession  of  Charles  A.  Lewis,  an 
expert  refiner  of  sul])hnr.  A plant  of  machinery  is  on  the 
ground  and  is  in  o])eration.  The  results  are  very  gratifying.  A 
new  industry  has  been  added  to  the  State.  The  lessee  is  now 
1 inning  out  about  four  tons  of  sulphur  jier  day.  The  product  is 

jier  cent,  jmre,  and  is  the  highest  grade  sulphur  obtainable 
in  the  United  States.  There  are  about  5, ((00  tons  of  crude  ore 
develoi»ed. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Florence  the  Blaney  Lease  has  been  a 
steady  producer  of  oil,  and  is  the  only  oil  lease  that  ever  paid 
a royalty  to  the  State. 

On  section  30,  townshij)  40  north,  range  12  east,  an  effort  is 
being  made  by  K.  M.  Falke  to  produce  commercial  soda  from 
the  waters  of  a small  lake.  This  lake  is  fed  from  a small  s[U‘ing. 
Much  speculation  has  existed  as  to  the  origin,  extent,  value,  di 
rect  source  of  supi)!}-,  nature  and  future  maintenance  of  this 
spring,  and  with  these  points  in  view,  we  secured  the  services 
of  Professor  Herman  Fleck  of  the  School  of  Mines,  who  has 
submitt(*d  an  exhaustive  report,  now  on  tile.  This  report  has 
been  of  value  to  the  lessee  in  conducting  his  exjieriments,  and 
will  no  doubt  result  in  the  erection  of  a successful  plant  for  the 
treatment  of  this  mineral. 

The  American  Sienna  Marble  Company  of  Boston,  ^lass.. 
is  o]»erating  a large  deposit  of  marble  on  section  3(5,  townshij)  IT 
south,  range  71  west.  This  j)iece  of  ground  will  no  doubt  j)rove 
a valuable  j)roj)erty.  The  coinj)any  is  strong  and  has  expended 
a considerable  sum  of  money  in  development.  In  prepai  ing  our 
new  books  we  found  that  this  comjiany  had  a lease  on  land  sit- 
uated several  miles  from  the  land  actually  oj)erated,  and  this  is 
one  of  the  many  cases  of  a similar  nature. 
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111  (liiiiul  fouiity  there  exists  a coiisitlerable  body  of  gilsoii- 
ite.  Different  ])arties  lav  claim  to  the  land,  but  at  a liearing 
bad  in  this  office  the  evidence  seemed  to  warrant  the  assump- 
tion that  the  la.rger  jtortion  of  the  mineral  is  situated  on  section 
1(),  township  4 north,  range  77  west.  The  only  way  in  which 
our  rights  can  he  estalilislu'd  is  to  cause  an  official  survey  to  he 
made.  This  hoard  has  not  had  money  to  exi»end  for  that  ]mr- 
pose.  I recommend  that  the  General  Assemhly  a])]iropriate  tin* 
Slim  of  §.■),. ion  for  that  ])iirpose.  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  he 
nec(‘ssary. 

dohn  ^'oorhees,  of  ('olorado  Sj)iings.  is  the  lessee  of  the 
W.  4 of  the  S.  of  section  14.  township  1(>  south,  range  (i7 

west,  on  which  is  fotiiid  a valuable  deposit  of  engravers'  stone. 
This  is  the  only  known  bed  of  workable  stone  in  the  west.  < >ther 
deposits  are  known  to  exist,  hnt  it  is  said  that  the  stone  in  those 
places  can  not  he  secured  in  sizes  sufficiently  large  to  be  of 
jtractical  value. 

Xnmerous  coal  leases  are  in  existence  and  a reiiort  thereon 
will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the  Mineral  Dejiartment. 

CAREY  ACT  SELECTIONS. 

Under  the  ]irovisions  of  the  Act  of  (Amgress,  ajiju-oved 
August  IS.  1894.  and  aniendments  therido.  the  Stat(>  of  Colorado 
was  granted  1.000,000  acres  of  iirid  land.  The  pur]»ose  of  the 
act  was  to  aid  the  Stale  in  the  reclamation  of  this  class  of  lands. 
The  subject  is  here  juesented  for  the  reason  that  the  general 
])ublic  does  not  seem  to  ]>ossess  knowledge'  of  the  jerovisions  of 
the  Carey  act.  nor  the  great  benetit  it  may  confer  on  Colorado. 

An  individnal.  association  of  pei-sons  or  a corjtoration  may 
take  advantage  of  this  legislation  and  become  a]>])licants  for 
lands. 

The  initial  step  required  is  to  ]>repare  an  accurate  ma]), 
showing  first  the  lands  ]U“o])osed  to  be  reclaimed,  the  system  of 
irrigation,  and  the  source  of  the  water  supjely.  Great  care  must 
he  exercised  in  ]neparing  this  ma]),  as  the  government  will  not 
acce])t  it  if  it  contains  any  errors.  (h)es  not  show  in  detail  all  in- 
tersections with  section  lines,  together  with  ])ro])er  ties  at  snch 
])oints  from  nearest  section  corners,  etc.  In  tin*  case  of  a reser- 
voir no  tie  can  he  made  to  a ])oint  that  will  be  nnder  water  when 
the  reservoir  is  tilled. 

This  ma]).  together  with  an  estimate*  of  tin*  cost  of  the  con- 
struction, and  a ])roposilion  for  a contract,  must  then  be  pri*- 
sented  to  the  Land  Hoard.  The  Register  is  tln*n  r(*qnii*ed  to  refer 
the  entire  matter  to  the  State  Engim*er.  who  makes  tiffidavit  as 
to  his  investigations.  Tie  ninst  a])])rove  tin*  f(*asibility  of  tin* 
])lan  and  show  the  board  that  the  water  sn])ply  is  ade(]nate  for 
the  ])ni])os(*,  or  the  ])ro])osition  will  be  rejected. 

If  :i])])i-oved  by  the  Land  Hoard  the  a])])licant  is  then  called 
n])on  to  d(*])osit  a certilied  check  gnaianteeing  good  faith,  and  tin- 
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])aiK‘is  ;m*  llieii  sent  to  the  (leneral  Land  Ottice.  After  investi- 
"■ation  1)V  IIh'  <i<)v<M-nni(‘nt,  and  upon  approval,  the  Land  Hoard 
then  jiroeeeds  to  draw  a contract  fixing  the  time  in  which  the 
irrigation  works  shall  he  completed  and  will  deliver  water  to 
the  land,  and  tixing  the  maximnm  price  that  may  be  charged 
for  a water  right.  The  lands  are  then  ready  for  settlement  in 
nor  to  exceed  Kitl-acre  tracts.  The  settler  is  first  required  to  go 
to  the  company  or  organization  constructing  the  works  and  make 
a contract  for  a water  right.  On  iiresentation  of  this  contract 
at  this  office  he  will  he  allowed  to  file  on  Kit)  acres  of  land.  At 
the  (Mid  of  three  years  he  will  have  to  show  that  he  has  cultivated 
and  reclaini(‘d  not  less  than  om‘-(Mghth  of  the  entire  tract  and 
secure  jiatent  from  the  Stat(M 

^^'hen  all  of  Hu*  lands  thus  segregated  under  tin*  contract 
of  any  one  applicant  shall  he  entered  and  the  water  rights  paid 
foi-.  ihe  ditch  and  its  attributes  become  the  property  of  tin*  land 
owners. 

The  charge  for  the  land  is  fifty  cents  per  acre. 

This  administration  has  conqileted  the  segregation  of  38,000 
acres  along  the  Snake  river  in  Itontt  comity.  The  apiilicant  is 
the  Colorado  Kealty  and  Securities  Company,  of  which  \V.  C. 
Johnston  is  iiresident.  The  ditch  is  now  in  process  of  construe 
tion.  This  comprises  a splendid  body  of  land  and  will  add 
materially  to  the  resources  of  the  State.  The  comjiany  has  until 
December  10,  1910,  to  complete  the  canal  and  deliver  water  to 
all  of  I he  lands.  A Avater  right  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  a cubic  foot  of  Avater  ]ier  second  of  time  for  each  forty-acre 
tract,  and  shall  not  cost  to  exceed  !5;25.00  per  acre. 

Similar  applications  are  iioav  pending  on  behalf  of  John  T. 
Xoonen  for  lands  in  eastern  Adams  and  Arapahoe  counties,  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Colorado  Land  and  Water  Suiiply  Company  for 
lands  in  La  Plata  county. 

To  ])(‘rsons  looking  for  monetary  investments  this  field  be- 
comes enticing,  and  the  opjmrtunities  ojiened  in  Colorado  by  this 
legislation  are  most  alluring. 

For  the  legislation  pi'rtaining  to  this  subject  reference  is 
made  to  the  Act  of  Congress  jiassed  August  18,  1894,  and  tin* 
Act  of  the  (leneral  Assembly  of  (’olorado  appearing  in  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1893,  at  page  137. 


BUILDING  OF  STATE  EESERVOIRS. 

Some  years  ago  Colorado  made  an  effort  to  assist  in  the 
reclamation  of  certain  districts  by  constructing  reservoirs.  The 
jmrpose  at  that  time  Avas  to  have  the  State  do  the  building  and 
store  the  Avater  for  the  use  of  all  farms  under  the  reservoir. 
Late  irrigation  Avas  to  be  assisted  and  in  samisohs  Avhen  a scarcity 
of  Avater  existed,  the  State  storage  reservoirs  AAere  to  be  called 
upon  to  help  the  farmer.  About  -flOO, 000.00  Avas  expended  in 
these  reservoirs.  They  Avere  constructed  by  boards  of  control

as  named  in  the  various  arts  passed  by  the  (Jeneral  Assembly,  but 
as  time  Aveut  ou  tliey  were  lost  sight  of  because  of  the  rhaugiug 
IHu-souiiel  of  the  State  otticials,  and  finally  it  aj)pears  that  no 
one  was  giving  any  particular  attention  to  them.  It  then  be- 
came exijedient  to  transfer  the  control  of  these  reservoirs  to  the 
\arions  counties  in  Avhich  they  are  located. 

An  investigation  made  by  this  office  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  only  reservoir,  so  constructed,  that  is  now  in  use  is  that  on 
Monument  ('reek,  a few  miles  from  Palmer  Lake. 

It  would  ai>pear  that  the  practical  failure  made  in  these 
matters  is  chargeable  to  the  method  of  the  Legislature  in  tixing 
their  control.  Instead  of  special  boards,  it  should  have  lieen 
vested  in  the  State  Engineer  and  the  Land  Hoard. 

For  the  j)nrpose  of  stimulating  the  develoj)ment  of  State  and 
school  lands,  I now  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  at  least 
SoO.OOO  be  made  from  the  Internal  Improvement  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  two  or  more  storage  reservoirs  and 
ditches  at  such  points  as  the  State  Engineer  and  Land  Board  may 
select,  securing  Avater  and  Avater  rights,  etc.,  and  that  the  Avater 
therein  impounded  be  used  for  the  irrigation  of  State  and  school 
lauds.  The  State  Engineer  should  haAe  charge  of  construction, 
and  also  of  the  distribution  of  the  Avater  from  year  to  year.  The 
Land  Board  should  designate  the  lands  upon  Avhich  the  Avater 
should  be  used  and  liaA'e  authority  to  fix  the  charges  for  Avater 
and  land  leased  in  conjunction. 

There  are  a dozen  ccnnties  Avhere  such  reservoirs  Avould 
assist  the  State  lands,  and  the  benefits  would  be  so  great  by  the 
increase  in  Aalne  and  rental  charges,  that  the  cost  of  construction 
could  be  very  shortly  returned  to  the  fund  from  Avhich  it  is  ad  - 
vanced. 


FOREST  LAND. 


BY  AVIELIAAl  T.  EAIRI'AX,  TI.AIB.EK  AVABDEX. 

In  the  biennial  report  of  1904,  recommendation  Avas  made* 
to  the  (General  Assembly  that  changes  Avere  necessary  in  the  hiAVs 
relating  to  the  management,  sale,  removal  and  groAvth  of  the 
timber  situated  upon  school  and  State  land.  Attention  Avas 
called  to  the  splendid  Avork  being  done  in  ('olorado  by  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Forestry.  An  apjtropriafion  Avas  asked,  the  ex- 
jienditnre  of  Avhich  Avonld  enable  this  de])artment  to  materially 
develop  the  timber  resources  of  Colorado.  The  General  Assembly 
did  not  enact  the  forestry  legislation  ]>resented  for  its  considei-a- 
fion,  neither  did  it  giAe  ns  an  ap])roi)riation  Avhereby  this  de- 
jiartment  might  take  up  the  Avork  contemjdated. 

At  that  time  the  Bureau  of  Forestry  contemjdated  the  estab- 
lishment of  addifional  i-esei-Aes  in  ('olorado.  The  jiurpose  of 
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tlicso  i-(‘S(M-v('s  is  1o  ]ii-ot(‘ct  tlioil-  fniitfnhiess  1o  tlio  peo](lo  so  that 
tlio  fiilh'st  use  of  same  may  ho  had.  It  is  tlu*  dosivo  of  tlio  depart- 
moiit  to  soli  as  iiimh  timhor  as  is  matmed  and  at  I'oasouahlo 
pi'icos,  so  that  Iho  hnildiii”'  intort'sts  of  tin*  State  may  1k“  well 
sn])])li('d.  Ami  also,  it  is  its  ]tolicy  to  laotect  the  younger  growth 
of  timlxa-  and  jireveut  its  destruction  or  removal.  In  years  past, 
1imh(*r  jdrates  have  gone  njton  th(“  public  domain  and  stripped 
it  chain  of  both  old  and  young  timber,  leaving  the  limbs,  slash 
and  d(“bris  scattmaal  over  the  ground  to  dry  and  become  highly 
combustible.  In  the  evolution  of  destruction,  the  next  steji 
Mould  be  for  some  careless  citizen  to  leave  a camp  tire  so  lo- 
cated that  a M ind  M ould  scatter  the  coals  through  this  dry  brush 
and  a great  forest  tire  Mould  SM'eep  all  of  the  remaining  timber 
and  younger  groMth  from  the  hills.  The  Forestry  Unreau  is 
taking  care  of  these  tires  and  in  the  burned  districts  it  is  replant- 
ing the  timber.  It  is  regnlat'iig  the  use  of  the  reserves  by  grazers 
of  cattle  and  shee]».  Its  rangei's  are  daily  insjiecting  cani[)S  and 
tludr  Matchfnlness  has  resulted  in  the  ])revention  of  any  tires 
dni-ing  the  jiast  tMo  years.  It  is  remarkable  that  not  a single 
forest  lire  of  any  magnitude  has  occurred  during  the  past  tMO 
years,  and  no  greater  tribute  can  bi'  jiaid  to  the  elfectiveness  of  the 
Forest  Ilnrean  service  in  ('oloi-ado  than  is  found  in  this  state- 
ment. The  reserves  uom'  in  this  Stale  are  the  Fark  Kange,  iMedi- 
cine  How,  Wldte  Fiver  Plateau,  Hattlenient  Mesa,  Uncompahgre, 
IMonteznma,  San  dnan,  San  Isabel,  ('ocheto]»a,  ^Vet  Mountain, 
(inniiison  Forest  Keserve,  Leadville,  Holy  Cross,  I’ike's  Peak, 
South  Platte  and  Plum  Creek.  In  all  of  these  reserve  distriiTs 
a great  many  school  sections  M'ere  located  and  a great  majority 
of  them  Avere  nnleased  and  jirodncing  no  revenue  to  the  State. 
They  M ere  not  knoM  ii  to  bi*  valuable  for  mineral  and  the  greater 
]>art  of  them  Mere  not  particularly  Avell  timbered,  but  the  fact 
that  they  Mere  contained  M'ithin  the  exterior  boundaries  of  forest 
reserves  gave  this  department  authority,  if  il  saM’  tit  to  so  do, 
to  exchange  the  school  sections  so  situated  for  indemnity  or  lien 
lands  sitnatial  in  other  jiortions  of  the  State  and  M’liich  lands 
could  be  made  revenue  jirodncers  by  gi’azing  leases.  We  M'orked 
in  close  unison  M’ith  tin*  oHicers  of  the  Forest  Bureau  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  timber  matters  affecting  these  sei'tions.  and 
M’here  it  Mas  deemed  advisable  by  the  Land  Hoard  to  sell  timber 
situated  upon  any  school  section  M’ithin  forest  reserves,  m’O  M’ere 
given  the  lienetit  of  the  exjierience  of  an  exjiert  employe  of  the 
Forestry  Hnrean  in  the  measurement  and  the  terms  of  sale.  We 
soon  began  to  realize.  hoMever,  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  re- 
serve ])olicy  Avonld  lie  largely  handica[>ped  by  the  State  attempt- 
ing to  handle  the  timber  in  these  forest  reserves.  We  found  that 
Me  M’ere  handicajiped  by  a limited  ajipropriation  and  that  on  the 
other  hand,  the  United  States  Covernment  M’as  fully  equipped 
M’ith  men  and  moimy  to  properly  deve!o]t  the  timber  reserves  of 
the  State. 
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As  l)(*foTo  st:i1('(l.  These  lauds  were  not  i)rodiiciufj  any  rev- 
enue to  ihe  Stall*,  and  hy  exclianging  them  we  were  able  to  se- 
cni"e  lands  which  could  he  leased,  and.  Therefore,  determined 
to  turn  over  to  the  Forestry  lUirean  the  management  of  the  tim- 
ber njion  the  school  sections,  and  in  following  out  that  policy,  we 
have  tendered  to  the  Fnited  States  449.075  acres,  and  have  re- 
ceived in  lieu  thereof  an  eipial  nnmher  of  acres  situated  in  graz- 
ing districts,  all  of  which  are  under  lease  at  not  less  than  five 
cents  ]ier  acre  per  annum. 

There  still  remains  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Colorado  a 
large  number  of  school  sections  situated  outside  of  forest  re- 
serves which  ai-e  fairly  well  timbered,  and  in  some  instances,  com- 
prise splendid  bodies  of  timber.  During  the  past  two  years  we 
have  begun  a campaign  to  prevent  abuse  of  timber  upon  the  school 
sections,  and  we  have  been  able  by  a close  attention  to  the  timber 
lauds,  by  constant  inspection  of  lands  upon  which  the  timber  was 
being  lawfully  cut.  and  by  carefully  estimating  the  growing  tim- 
ber. to  make  a success  of  the  timber  department.  Our  men  are 
practical,  and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory.  In  the 
forest  jiarts  of  the  i">tate  where  depredations  have  heretofore  been 
committed,  we  have  established  a system  which  gives  immediate 
knowledge  to  this  de])artnient  of  any  ell’ort  on  the  part  of  anybody 
to  illegally  remove  timber.  We  have  been  energetic  in  investi- 
gating and  prosecuting  complaints.  Our  officer  has  traveled  con 
stantly  during  the  year  in  examining  timber  lands  upon  applica- 
tions for  purchase,  and  in  inspection  of  contracts.  He  has  used 
the  latest  methods  for  measuring  timber  in  the  tree,  which  is  by 
having  the  land  cross-sectioned  and  picking  out  various  one-acre 
tracts  ujion  which  each  tree  is  measured;  thus  securing  an  aver- 
age of  the  entire  section.  Ilis  reports  on  file  show  the  contour 
of  the  land,  the  species  of  trees,  the  number  of  feet,  board  measure, 
contained  therein,  and  the  value  per  thousand,  as  indicated  by  the 
locality  and  accessibility  of  the  timber. 

The  total  nnmher  of  feet  sold  by  the  State  Land  Hoard  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  is  5.092.(118  feet,  the  total  jirice  is  89.579.04. 
and  the  average  price  per  thousand  received  was  81.90.  Your  at 
teution  is  called  to  the  fact  that  we  have  received  more  money  for 
our  timber  in  the  four  years  that  this  department  has  been  under 
Hejmblican  rule  than  was  received  for  all  of  the  timber  sold  prior 
to  That  time. 

During  the  last  biennial  period  we  have  investigated  a great 
many  comjdaints  against  persons  for  the  illegal  removal  of  lim 
her.  and  fiuch  cases  have  been  found  in  Archuleta  county.  El  Paso 
county,  t'uster  comity.  Las  .Vnimas  county.  Larimer  county.  Mon- 
tezuma county.  Houtt  county.  Jefferson  county.  Fremont  county 
and  Teller  county.  In  ill  of  these  cases  we  were  able  to  effect  a 
settlement  with  the  jiersnns  accused.  In  most  of  the  cases  it  was 
shown  that  depredation  had  been  committed  through  a failure  to 
secure  surveys  of  the  section  lines,  and  thus  definitely  establish 
the  boundaries  of  the  land  from  which  timber  could  be  i-emoved 
under  contracts  with  the  government  or  from  lands  owned  by  the 
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individual.  Tlio  casus  were  l)ccoinin,n’  (|uitc  nnincrons  in  Koult 
county,  and  in  order  1o  iuij)rcss  u])ou  the  citizens  of  that  district 
tlie  necessity  of  olao  ing  the  State  laws  with  reference  to  timber, 
\\  e d(xnn<‘d  it  necessary  to  ]>rosecnte  Mr.  lOrnest  t'ain]»bell,  charged 
witli  illegally  obtaining  timber  from  school  lands.  The  case  was 
tried  in  the  Sei)tember  term  of  the  District  ('t)urt  in  the  year 
I'.MK).  and  the  defendant  was  convicted. 

In  my  o])inion,  the  ottici  of  timlKO-  warden  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  h(“  should  be  given  one  assistant.  The  work  can 
liardly  b(*  liandh'd  successfully  l),v  one  man.  Tin*  tinibei-  warden's 
duties  at  this  time  ai'e  to  examine  timber  lands  niton  which  ap- 
])lications  to  }tnrcliase  have  been  tiled,  to  visit  from  time  to  time 
all  tracts  of  land  where  timber  is  being  cut  for  the  pur])Ose  of  re- 
(piiring  that  the  terms  of  all  contracts  issiu'd  be  strictly  lived  u]t 
to.  These  insitections  should  be  made  at  hmst  once  a month,  and 
it  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  do  the  work  undei*  those  conditions. 
T therefore  recommend  that  the  tleneral  Assembly  make  an  ap- 
propriation of  .f2,r)P0.0(l  to  be  nsed  by  the  State  IJoard  of  Land 
Commisioners  in  employing  an  assistant  timber  warden,  and  for 
]»aying  the  exj)enses  of  the  timber  warden  and  his  assistant. 

STATE  LAND  BOARD. 

As  at  present  constituted,  the  State  Land  Hoard  consists 
of  the  (lovernor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  tin*  Attorney  (leneral. 
and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instniction.  These  are 
all  elective  officers  charged  with  tin*  administration  of  other 
departments,  and  whose  time  is  recpiired  by  the  departments  of 
which  the.v  are  the  executive  heads.  It.  therefoi-e,  seems  that  the 
administration  of  the  Land  Hoard’s  atfaii-s  is  but  an  (*xtra  burden 
upon  them.  Tt  has  been  ])roven  to  my  entire  satisfaction  that 
the  affairs  of  this  office  would  be  better  administei'ed,  and  the 
])eoi)le  of  the  State  would  ])rotit  materially,  if  the  ( Jonstitution 
could  be  amended  so  as  to  ])rovide  for  the  ap])ointm(*nt  and  elec- 
tion of  a Land  Hoard  consisting  of  oth(*r  than  Hu*  elective  officers 
abov(“  referred  to.  The  Hoard  should  consist  of  a Register  and 
Receive*!'  and  a <’hi(*f  A])praiser.  and  the  duties  of  the  oflice  should 
be  so  divided  among  them  that  theii'  time  would  be  given  to 
the  office  woi-k  and  to  the  direction  of  the  ti(*ld  forces.  A daily 
session  of  the  Land  Hoard  so  constituted  should  be  held,  which 
would  enable  the  business  of  the  office  to  la*  exja'dited  materially. 

It  is  too  much  to  ask  of  any  human  b(*ing  to  carry  the  busi 
ness  of  this  dejiartment  in  his  mind  so  that  he  can  sit  on  the 
Hoai'd  meeting  for  two  hours  on  one  day  in  a week  and  intelli- 
gently transact  its  business.  The  develoinnent  of  this  dejiart- 
ment  is  keej»ing  ]>ace  with  tin*  growth  of  the  State,  and.  in  my 
judgment,  it  is  now  time  that  the  (h'lieral  Assembly  should  devise 
some  other  method  of  handling  the  State  and  school  lands. 

T am  not  disjdaying  any  desire  to  criticize  the  valuable  ser- 
vice render<*d  the  jieojde  by  the  present  Hoard  and  its  jiredeces- 
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sors.  They  liave  ]»eifonned  miracles  in  tlie  reoroaiiization  of 
The  Land  Office,  but  in  my  opinion  the  service  can  he  materially 
strenjithened  along  the  lines  suggested  herein. 


MINERAL  LAND. 


BY  AVILLIAil  COWDERY.  SUPERIXTEXDEXT. 

The  mineral  department  of  the  State  Land  Board  was  cre- 
at(‘d  l»y  the  lltth  General  Assembly,  and  has  been  organized  and 
jmt  into  effect  by  William  Cowdery,  superintendent,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Register. 

Before  the  present  administration  took  charge  the  lessees 
of  the  mineral  lands  made  what  returns  they  thought  ])roper  and 
worked  the  State  lauds  as  best  suited  their  own  interests.  Since 
the  mineral  department  has  been  in  charge  of  these  leases,  we 
have  exercised  a general  supervision  of  the  inside  workings  of 
the  different  mines,  requiring  the  lessees  to  work  the  properties 
so  that  the  State  would  get  its  full  amount  of  royalties,  and  also 
preserve  the  property  for  future  production.  The  present  law 
does  not  allow  time  enough  in  the  leases  to  exhaust  the  proper- 
ties, and  mine  managers  do  not  always  work  their  })roperties  on 
a plan  that  would  iusure  the  saving  of  the  entire  acreage.  Also, 
in  cleaning  up  the  parts  of  the  mines  that  are  worked  over,  we 
have  insisted  that  all  of  the  vein  be  taken  out  and  none  left. 
This  has  required  a monthly  inspection  of  the  coal  mines  which 
takes  a good  deal  of  time,  as  three  of  the  mines  cover  a good 
deal  of  territory  and  require  constant  attention.  Surveys  ai*e 
regularly  made  and  accurate  maps  kept  up  to  date  so  that  in 
case  of  trouble  in  future  years,  accurate  data  can  always  be 
found.  The  measurements  are  made  monthly,  and  the  results 
checked  with  the  royalties  paid,  and  the  original  field  books  pre- 
served. so  that  a gogd  record  is  kept  of  each  month's  oj)eration. 
All  this  has  been  done  in  addition  to  other  work  in  this  depart- 
ment which  requires  fre(juent  long  trips  and  reports  on  new  ap- 
plications. 

The  work  of  this  dejiartment  in  making  surveys  and  taking 
measurements  in  the  coal  miiies  on  State  lands  was  at  first  very 
difficult.  The  lessees  had  been  oj)erating  and  ])aying  as  they 
thought  best,  and  some  of  them  made  it  as  inconvenient  for  the 
State’s  reju'esentatitve  as  possible.  But  after  they  found  it  was 
to  be  a i)ei-manent  thing,  and  that  the  inspection  and  measure- 
ments would  help  them  in  their  operations,  they  have  entered 
into  the  arrangement  and  do  all  they  can  to  facilitate  the  tvork. 
The  mines  are  being  extended  and  new  leases  are  becoming  mines, 
so  that  the  work  of  this  department  is  constantly  growing  and 
its  importance  to  the  future  would  suggest  that  the  ap|u*o|)riation 
for  its  support  be  kept  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  office. 
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Some  of  tlie  most  important  coal  mines  of  the  State  are 
located  on  School  sections,  among'  M'hich  are  the  Maitland  mine 
at  Walseuhurg,  Delagna  No.  (5  at  Delagna,  the  Berwind  mine  at 
Berwind,  the  Forbes  mine  at  Chicosa  and  in  the  Northern  coal 
fields,  we  have  the  Banin  mine,  which  is  being  ojiened  on  a large 
scale.  It  is  situated  near  Erie,  Weld  county,  on  the  Union 
Bacific  K.  B. 

The  Maitland  mine  is  operated  by  The  Victor  Fuel  Company, 
and  the  product  taken  from  same  is  (‘onsidered  one  of  the  best 
grades  of  coal  mined.  T’ae  vein  was  formerly  from  three  to  four 
feet  in  thickness,  bnt  now  has  increased  in  the  West  workings  to 
six  feet.  It  has  a dip  of  ahont  five  degrees,  and  nearly  every  jiart 
of  the  mine  is  dry.  The  mine  is  well  eipiipped  with  electric  haul- 
age and  mining  machinery  and  can  jiroduce  SOO  to  1000  tons  per 
day.  Arrangements  are  now  being  made  to  make  this  mine  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  district.  The  tonnage  for  the  last  two  years 
was  112,083  tons;  .|11,208.31  royalty  jiaid. 

The  Berwind  mine,  operated  by  The  Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron 
('ompany,  is  considered  the  best  steam  coal  mine  in  Southern 
('olorado.  This  mine  is  mainly  on  school  section  3(5,  township 
31  south,  range  (55  west.  All  of  the  outside  mim*  equi[)nient,  rail- 
road switch,  etc.,  are  oii  State  land,  and  the  coal  from  the  sur- 
rounding ])i'operties  is  worked  through  the  State  openings,  but 
at  ju'esent,  very  little  of  the  State  coal  under  this  lease  is  being 
mined.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  remedy  this,  and  a larger 
production  has  been  promised.  This  lease  jiroduced  79,148  tons 
of  coal  during  the  last  biennial  jieriod,  with  a pavment  of 
17,914.85. 

The  P^orhes  mines  on  section  1(5,  townshij)  32  south,  range  (54 
west,  are  worked  under  Lease  M (53  held  by  The  Colorado  Fuel 
& Iron  Comjiany.  This  lease  is  ojierated  by  The  ('hicosa  P''uel 
Company,  and  this  comjmny  has  three  new  ojienings  which  will 
produce  about  (500  tons  per  day.  This  jiroperty  has  been  worked 
for  the  last  fifteen  years  and  three  of  the  original  mines  have 
been  worked  out.  The  section  now  contains  about  200  acres  of 
solid  coal.  This  lease  has  jiaid  f2,445.48  in  royalties  in  tin*  last 
two  years. 

The  Delagna,  No.  (5,  mine  is  operated  under  Lease  No.  j\I  4(5 
held  by  The  Victor  Ibiel  Company.  This  is  one  of  tlie  lai’gest 
steam  coal  mines  in  Colorado.  The  vein  is  about  (5  feet  thick, 
and  (juite  uniform.  In  the  first  working  several  bands  of  dirt 
divided  the  vein,  but  most  of  this  has  now  disajtpeared.  The  first 
north  entry  in  this  mine  is  one  mile  long  and  is  driven  straight 
across  the  projierty.  No  room  jiillars  have  yet  been  drawn,  but 
nearly  all  of  them  are  in  good  condition.  The  jiroduction  here 
for  the  last  two  years  has  been  235,1(54  tons,  for  which  .|23,51G.49 
royalty  has  been  paid. 

Coal  Ijease  No.  1 is  held  by  The  Southwestern  I^uel  Coni])any. 
Tills  lease  is  on  1(50  acres  in  section  1(5,  township  30  south,  range 
t55  west,  in  Las  Animas  county.  This  property  has  no  railroad 
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conuection  and  only  oj)erates  when  the  roads  are  good  and  teams 
can  be  secured  to  haul  the  coal.  They  have  a good  vein  of  domes 
tic  coal,  and  the  mine  produced  14.224  tons  of  coal  during  the 
last  biennial  period. 

Coal  Lease  Xo.  2 is  on  section  30.  township  0 south,  range 
01)  west.  This  property  is  about  twenty-tive  miles  southwest  of 
Denver,  near  4’latte  Canon.  The  vein  here  is  about  7 feet  thick, 
and  is  nearly  perpendicular.  The  coal  is  lignite  and  finds  sale 
among  the  farmers  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mine.  Xo  very 
large  production  can  be  expected  from  this  proj)erty. 

Coal  Lease  Xo.  4 is  on  4.074.45  acres  of  Agricultural  College 
land  and  is  held  by  The  Bear  Canon  Coal  Company  of  Trinidad. 
This  property  is  about  three  miles  west  of  Berwind  in  Las  Ani- 
mas county.  Some  develojnnent  work  has  been  done,  and  5,000 
tons  of  coal  have  been  mined  and  paid  for.  The  output  of  this 
I)i*operty.  however,  is  restricted  to  the  minimum  on  account  of 
the  lessees  being  unable  to  get  a railroad  switch  to  the  mine. 
They  are  obliged  to  haul  the  coal  in  wagons  to  the  Berwind 
switch  and  find  considerable  trouble  to  get  it  hauled  at  all.  With 
a railroad  switch  to  the  mine,  a daily  output  of  about  300  tons 
could  be  expected.  The  vein  is  about  4 feet  thick  and  of  good 
(piality. 

Coal  Lease  Xo.  5 is  on  40  acres  of  land  near  Cortez.  ^lonte- 
zuma  county,  and  is  held  by  Benjamin  Whithead.  This  mine 
does  not  amount  to  much,  the  vein  being  only  about  30  inches 
thick. 

Coal  I>ease  Xo.  0 is  on  280  acres  near  Santa  Clara,  in  Huer- 
fano county,  to  John  Gibbons.  Xothing  has  been  done  as  yet 
in  the  way  of  production.  The  ])rospecting  has  not  been  entire- 
ly satisfactory. 

Coal  Lease  Xo.  7,  held  by  A.  A.  Foote,  is  on  section  10,  seven 
miles  west  of  La  A'eta.  in  Huerfano  county.  The  coal  from  this 
])roperty  is  of  a good  (piality  and  is  used  for  domestic  jmrposes. 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  ])ro])erty  has  no  railroad  switch, 
the  production  does  not  amount  to  much.  The  vein  is  nearly 
perpendicular,  making  the  cost  of  mining  considerable  more  than 
it  is  in  the  flat  veins. 

Coal  Lease  Xo.  8 is  on  480  acres,  near  Durango,  in  La  Plata 
county.  This  lease  jiays  the  State  8t00  per  year.  Xo  production 
or  work  is  being  done  for  the  reason  that  the  property  is  inacces- 
sible, except  through  other  land  and  will  not  be  reached  for  sev- 
eral years. 

Iieas(>  Xo.  !),  held  by  The  Crested  Butte  Coal  Company,  is 
on  040  acres  near  Crested  Butte.  This  land  is  being  developed 
and  shows  a good  vein  of  anthracite  coal.  The  property  is  sit- 
uated on  a very  high  and  rough  mountain  and  will  recpiire  an 
ex|  ensive  tram  to  connect  it  with  the  railroad.  II  now  jiays  .f200 
per  year  minimum  royalty  to  the  State. 

Lease  Xo.  10.  held  by  William  Padtield.  is  on  section  30. 
township  20  south,  range  00  west,  near  Santa  (Marn.  in  Huerfano 
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comity.  This  will  prove  to  be  a good  ]iiece  of  coal  jiroperty,  but 
as  yet  a workable  vein  lias  not  been  found.  The  inininiuni  roy- 
alty is  flOO  per  year. 

Lease  Xo.  11  is  on  section  30,  township  30  north,  range  13 
west,  near  Blancos,  Montezuiua  county,  and  is  held  bj'  The 
Mancos  Coal  Company.  Considerable  exiiensive  develojuiient 
work  is  being  done  and  a good  mine  will  undoubtedly  be  the  re- 
sult. This  lease  pays  the  State  |1()0  jier  year,  minimum. 

Lease  No.  511  is  on  section  10,  township  1!)  south,  range  70 
west,  which  is  about  two  miles  from  Canon  City.  This  lease  was 
originally  granted  some  twenty  years  ago,  and  has  been  the  cause 
of  considerable  trouble  and  litigation  between  the  lessees  and 
their  assigns  and  the  different  Land  Hoards.  When  the  mineral 
department  was  organized,  one  of  the  tirst  things  accomplished 
was  to  get  a report  on  the  dilferent  ]iro{)erties  then  under  lease. 
This  report  showed  that  this  Canon  City  section  was  one  of  the 
most  valuable  properties  which  the  State  owned,  as  tlu'  acreage 
in  Colorado  of  this  quality  of  coal  was  very  limited.  In  fact 
about  all  was  being  worked.  Stejis  were  at  once  taken  to  com- 
jiel  the  lessees  to  either  work  the  jiroperty  or  return  it  to  the 
State,  hut  this  was  found  to  be  a ditlicult  matter,  as  the  lease 
was  not  drawn  as  carefully  as  leases  are  now  made.  After  a 
good  many  conferences,  an  arrangement  has  tinally  meen  made 
whereby  the  i»ro])erty  is  to  be  worked  on  a ]dan  that  will  insure 
a large  and  regular  income  to  the  State.  The  coal  hei’e  is  about 
700  feet  below  the  surface,  and  it  will  cost  the  lessee  about  •’)S100, 
000  to  open  the  mine. 

Lease  ^I  04  held  by  F.  N.  Bancroft,  is  on  100  acres  in  section 
1(),  township  30  south,  range  05  west.  This  land  is  inaccessible 
and  can  only  be  worked  through  other  lands.  However,  the  min- 
imum royalty  is  being  ]iaid  until  it  can  be  reached. 

Coal  Lease  No.  9280  to  Albert  Broadhead  is  on  on  the  S.  W.^- 
of  section  10,  townshij)  30  south,  rangi'  09  west.  There  is  no 
production  here,  but  efforts  are  being  made  to  couqiel  the  lessee 
to  ojierate  the  lease  or  return  it  to  the  Stab*. 

Coal  Lease  No.  8829  to  The  ('arbon  Fuel  Comjiany  is  on  80 
acres  of  coal  land  near  the  city  of  Trinidad.  The  lessee  is  now 
develojiing  the  jirojierty  and  a good  revenue  is  e.x])ected. 

Lease  No.  H 74  is  held  by  The  Utali  Fuel  Company,  and  is 
on  section  Hi,  townshiji  27  south,  range  07  west.  This  lease  is 
not  being  worked  at  ])resent,  but  the  minimum  royalty  is  being 
jiaid. 

Lease  No.  07  is  on  ItiO  acres  near  Bockvale,  Fremont 
county,  and  is  held  by  The  Purity  h''uel  ('onqiany.  This  lessee  has 
had  considerable  trouble  getting  a shaft  down  to  the  coal  and  as 
yet  they  have  not  opened  a workable  vein. 

^1  08  is  a coal  lease  on  109  acres  of  land  near  Durango, 
granted  to  The  Porter  Fuel  ('oiu|)any.  No  coal  is  being  mined, 
but  the  minimum  royalty  of  .flOO.OO  ])or  year  is  being  paid  until 
such  time  as  the  mine  being  worked  on  adjoining  land  reaches  it. 
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The  State  owns  in  Rontt  connty  101, GOO  acres  of  coal  land. 
This  land  coini)i*ises  the  regular  school  sections,  Nos.  IG  and  3G 
in  each  township  and  also  considerable  lien  lands  which  have  been 
selected  in  place  of  certain  school  sections  lost  in  different  parts 
of  the  State.  This  land  contains  from  three  to  twelve  veins  of 
workable  coal  from  feet  to  22  feet  in  thickness.  A consid- 
erable amount  of  this  land  will  be  quite  a distance  from  the 
railroad  now  being  built  into  the  county.  These  lands  have  been 
leased  in  some  instances,  to  parties  who  intend  to  operate  them 
as  soon  as  transportation  is  made  possible,  which  will  be  in  two 
or  three  years  from  now.  A minimum  rental  is  being  paid  with 
the  understanding  that  production  will  commence  as  soon  as  the 
product  can  be  disposed  of. 

The  metalliferous  lauds  of  the  State  are  divided  into  lots 
of  ten  acres  each,  and  these  lots  are  leased  on  a basis  of  flO.Ol) 
each,  per  annum,  flat  rental,  besides  a royalty  on  the  ore  e.x- 
tracted.  This  small  rental  has  been  a source  of  considerable 
revenue  to  the  State  as  a full  section  returns  an  annual  rental 
of  .fG4t).00.  A great  many  of  the  mineral  school  sections  are 
of  very  little  value;  in  fact,  all  the  most  desirable  ones  were 
taken  uj)  before  the  State's  rights  attached,  and  some  have  been 
relinquished  to  the  United  States  Government  and  agricultural 
lands  taken  in  their  place. 

The  State  has  four  sections  in  the  Cripjtle  Creek  district  that 
are  leased  by  lots  and  which  bring  in  a good  rental.  So  far  only 
one  mine  has  been  found  that  ju'oved  to  be  a shipper.  This  is  on 
lot  8 of  section  IG,  townshij)  15  south,  range  G9  west.  The  lease 
under  which  this  mine  is  being  worked  is  held  by  The  Co-o])erative 
IMining  and  Milling  Company.  Tliis  company  works  fifteen  to 
twenty  men  on  low  grade  ore,  and  has  paid  .f3, 413.38  in  royalties 
during  the  last  two  years.  Their  shaft  is  50(1  feet  deep  with  four 
levels. 


THE  LEGAL  DEPARTMENT.

Since  my  appointment  in  IMay  of  this  year  my  work  has 
been  largely  of  an  advisory  character,  counseling  with  the  Hoard 
and  members  of  tlie  office  force. 

With  their  active  co-operation  I have  collected  from  delin- 
quent purchasers  and  lease  holders  a little  more  than  .f8,0(M).GG. 
a ])ortion  of  which  was  extremely  doubtful.  At  jiresent  most  of 
the  claims  of  this  nature  are  well  in  hand,  and  the  amounts  being 
small,  they  will,  in  all  jirobability,  be  paid  without  suit  to  enforce 
collection. 

In  September,  acting  under  instructions  of  tbe  Hoard,  I was 
successful  in  securing  the  conviction  of  one  Ernest  ('ampbell  in 
the  District  Court  of  Rontt  ('ounty  for  unlawfully  cutting  tim- 
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her  on  State  lands;  this  will  niulonbtedly  have  a salutary  effect 
upon  those  disjiosed  to  despoil  the  State  and  school  lands  of  its 
tiniher. 

In  conjunction  with  Attorney  General  Miller's  office,  by  di 
rection  of  the  Hoard,  suits  have  been  begun  in  the  District  Court 
of  Yuma  county  against  L.  D.  Brown  and  M.  C.  Briggs,  respec- 
tively, to  set  aside  sales  of  school  lands  because  of  deceit  prac- 
ticed upon  this  office  in  the  avoidance  and  suppression  of  the 
necessary  publication  of  sales;  these  suits  are  now  pending. 

This  office  is  of  great  importance  to  the  Board,  as  many 
matters  pertaining  to  contracts,  sales,  taxation,  water,  rights  of 
way,  etc.,  are  constantly  arising  for  consideration  and  determi 
nation;  all  of  which  have  received  my  best  attention  during  the 
limited  time  of  my  incumbency,  and  in  dealing  with  these  sev- 
eral matters  as  they  have  arisen,  I have,  with  the  hearty  help 
of  the  office,  achieved  some  measure  of  success. 


IN  CONCLUSION. 

At  a time  when  I am  not  only  closing  my  biennial  report 
to  Your  Excellency,  but  am  voluntarily  retiring  from  the  depart 
ment,  I desire  to  jiay  a sincere  tribute  to  those  employes  of  the 
department  with  whom  I have  been  associated.  The  work  that 
has  been  accomplished  could  not  have  been  successfully  con- 
cluded without  the  intelligent  assistance  of  a clerical  force  of 
S]>lendid  ability.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  services 
of  James  B.  Hezmalhalch  as  chief  clerk,  a man  of  nnusnal  at- 
tainments.
